At 
the same time he becomes a friend of the railroad, for he realizes that after 
all it was through the team work of hundreds of men and women that 
his railroad journey was made such a pleasant one. 

Team work is just another word for cooperation. You never saw a 
crew win a boat race with one man resting on his oars. Every man had 
to keep up the stroke and do his part. Nor can you hope to find a suc- 
cessful railroad unless every person in the organization is awake to the 
responsibility his particular work plays in the all-important job of pro- 
ducing satisfactory passenger and freight service.

Overland’s Running Time Cut to 58 Hours 


New San Francisco Limited Makes Seven Trains Daily Between 


Pacific Coast and Chicago; Millions Spent in’ Improvements 


CUT of five hours in the run- 

ning time of Southern Pacifie’s 
‘ famously-known Overland Lim- 
ited, without change in extra fare, 
to establish a 58-hour schedule be- 
tween Chicago and San Francisco, 
becomes effective June 9. 

At the same time a new train, the 
San Francisco Limited, running on 
the Overland’s former schedule of 
61% hours, will be placed in service 
between San Francisco and Chicago 
without extra fare. Also the extra 
fare charge will be removed from‘the 
Golden State Limited, which will con- 
tinue to operate on 6114-hour schedule 
between Los Angeles and Chicago. 
The running time of both the Gold 
Coast and Pacifie Limited will be 
shortened. 

With this forward step in passen- 
ger service, Southern Pacifie will have 
four trains operating daily between 
San Francisco and Chicago over the 
Overland Route and three trains from 
Los Angeles over the Golden State 
Route. 

On its new and faster run, the 
Overland will make it possible for 
travelers to cross the continent with 
only three nights on the train from 
New York and two nights from Chi- 
cago. Sixty years ago, when the first 
transcontinental railroad was com- 
pleted, the one fast “Express” made 
the cross-country trip in seven days, 
while the “Emigrant” trains of early 
days were en route for weeks instead 
of days.

The Gold Coast will take a new and 
faster schedule, leaving San Francisco 
at 7:00 p, m. and arriving in Chicago 
at 4:30 p. m. the third day, cutting 
the running time three hours.

single bed-room cars on the Lark, and 
spring mattresses on all Pullmans, 

Since 1924, orders fox new equip- 
ment, both passenger and freight, 
have totaled more than 52 and a half 
million dollars. Sixteen powerful 
Mallet-type locomotives 120 feet long, 
with traction power of 112,700 pounds, 
have been developed for service in 
mountainous territory, Ten ultra- 
modern all-steel lounge cars have 
been purchased with upholstered 
chairs and davenports, telephones for 
use at stations, and radio connections, 
Twenty-five dining cars now being 
received, embody latest refinements 
of construction and appointments, 
with seft colors and indirect lighting. 

In five years Southern Pacific has 
constructed more new line than any 
other railroad, and in the last fifteen 
years 1481 miles of new line have 
been built at a cost of 88 million 
dollars.

New Dining Cars Have Many 
Pleasing Features 


Twenty-five new dining cars, cost- 
ing $1,500,000, are now being placed 
in service by the Company. 

The new cars are of steel construc- 
tion, inside and out; 77 feet long, with 
seating capacity of 86; and in interior 
finish contain many new features, the 
principal of which is the employment 
of color. 

Ten of the cars are finished in wal- 
nut, while the remainder are done in 
several tones of green, The ceilings 
of all cars are cream colored. The 
ears are carpeted throughout, and 
chairs are equipped with slip covers, 
which harmonize with the decorations. 

There is a large art mirror in the 
lobby end of each diner, replacing the 
customary sideboard locker of pre- 
vious models, The lighting scheme is 
of the two-deck type. The upper deck 
fixtures are spaced in the center of 
the ceiling, and the lower deck lights 
are directly over the tables. 

The Company has also ordered fif- 
teen all-steel chair cars for use on the 
Pacifie lines, of the most modern de- 
sign. They will be 82 feet 514 inches 
long, with a seating capacity of 56. 
They will be equipped with thermos- 
tatic heat control, adjustable backs 
and footrests, and upholstered and 
finished in the new color shades.

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Keeping the Linen Clean 


Millions of Pieces of Laundry in Company's 
“Family Wash” Done at West Oakland Plant

of linen! That is the annual 
“family wash” of the Southern 
Pacific! 

And being, like all good house- 
keepers, thrifty and economical, the 
Company does its own washing. 
However, Monday has no special sig- 
nificance in this establishment, for 
every day of the week is washday. 

Did you ever wonder as you seated 
yourself in a diner before an im- 
maculate cloth and the waiter placed 
a snowy-white napkin in your hand, 
where they came from and what hbe- 
came of them after you had finished 
your meal. Or, who furnished the 
spotless apron and coat worn by that 
waiter? 

These are only a few of the many 
items of linen required in the day’s 
work, and the handling of this enor- 
mous “washing” is an interesting 
story. 

The Company operates 160 dining 
cars, 81 all-day lunch cars, 42 club 
cars, 80 ferry boats, 6 restaurants at 
various points, 7 club houses, and 14 
emergency hospitals along the line. 
All of these, as well as private and 
business cars, maintenance of way 
and other outfit cars used by con- 
struction and repair gangs, require 
clean Linen constantly, and the pro- 
viding of this linen is a task of no 
mean proportion. 

The laundry work for the entire 
Pacific System is done at one central 

plant, the laundry at 
west Oakland, Calif. 


Nicrie eighteen million pieces 
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This plant is the 
largest railroad 
laundry on the 
Pacific Coast and 
is regarded by 
authorities as one 
of the most com- 
plete, efficient 
and economically 
operated railroad 
laundries in the 
country, It has 
received much at- 
tention from 
laundry experts, 
and has been the 
subject of num- 
erous articles in 
leading laundry. 
journals, Many of 
the efficiency de- 
vices inaugurated 
in the Oakland laundry have been 
adopted by leading laundries in other 
cities. 
Average Volume 

Some idea of the volume of work 
turned out may be gathered from the 
following itemized statement of one 
day’s work: Napkins, 14,006; table 
cloths, 5022; towels, 11,000; aprons, 
2531; coats, 1175; sheets, 1833. This 
covers only the heavy items, smaller 
pieces such as ters’, chefs’ and 
maids’ caps, doilies, seat covers, etc., 
not being enumerated. This is an 
average day’s output. The peak sea- 
son is during June and July, when 
the summer excursion and convention 
busine: at its height. During that 
period as many as 50,000 pieces of

linen are turned out in one day, or 
1,500,000 in a month. 

Seventy people ave continuously 
employed, and twelve seamstresses in 
addition are kept constantly busy in 
reconditioning articles which are 
found to be in need of repair. 

The largest item handied is nap- 
kins. When ironed, they are placed 
in sanitary, sealed boxes containing 
fifty each, so that no hand or foreign 
substance touches them from the time 
they leave the laundry until they are 
placed in the passenger’s hands on 
the diner, perhaps thousands of miles 
away. 

Every dining car is furnished at the 
beginning of a trip with sufficient 
linen for the number of meals to be 
served, plus a margin of 15 per cent to 
take care of possible emer- 
gencies. This linen is counted 
and charged to that car, and 
is again checked when it is 
returned to the laundry. 

Few “Souvenirs” 

An interesting fact about 
this checking is the small 
number of shortages found. 
The souvenir hunters appar- 
ently do not have the inter- 
est in railroad table linen that 
they do in hotel and Puilman 
car equipment. 

The routine of handling 
linen through the laundry is 
strictly scientific, every. pro- 
eess being closely timed ae- 
cording to a predetermined 
calculation. There is no guess- 
work, 

A water softener first re- 
duces the water toe zero, 
which means in everyday 
English that every particle 
of alkali is neutralized and 
that the water is absolutely 
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Exttucting machines, which remove the surplus water‘from the Hinen 
after washing, There are nine of these machines in ‘constant use. 


pure and soft. This reduces the cost 
of supplies such as soap 50 per cent, 
increases the life of the Hinen 75 per 
cent, and reduces the time of washing 
25 per cent. After the water leaves 
the softener it is heated to exactly 
the proper degree before it is placed 
in the washing machines. 

These nine machines have a total 
capacity of 5500 table cloths every 
hour, which includes the time re- 
quired to load, wash and unload. 
After washing, the linen is placed in 
the extractors, which remove the sur- 
plus water. There are nine of these 
extractors, and their operation re- 
quires fifteen minutes for large 
pieces such as table cloths, and ten 
minutes for small pieces. 

From the extractors the linen goes 
to the shaking tumblers, large wooden 
eylinders which operate with an oscil- 
lating movement and thoroughly 
shake up and loosen the linen, so 
that when it is removed it merely re- 
quires to be smoothed out, and re- 
tains just sufficient moisture to be 
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ready for ironing without sprinkling 
or further attention. 

Table cloths, napkins and similar 
articles are ironed by flat work 
ironers, which are a series of large 
rolls through which the linen is run. 
There are three of these ironers, with 
a capacity of over 15,000 table cloths 
a day. 

Press 1200 Coats 

Starched work, such a waiters’ 
coats, aprons, uniforms, etc., are 
ironed on hand-operated presses, of 
which there are twelve, handled by 
six operators. This battery of presses 
has a capacity of 1500 coats every six 
hours, the average work performed 
being about 1200 coats daily. 

After ironing, the linen passes to 
the folders and assorters, who per- 
form the two operations at the same 
time. There are three grades of 
linen, all the same quality, but 
graded according to age—the new, 
slightly used, and worn. As the nap- 
kins, table cloths, ete., are folded, they 
are placed in three piles, according to

their classification, and each article 
found to have the slightest mark, 
stain or damage is laid aside for fur- 
ther attention or repairing. 

It is interesting to watch the em- 
ployes at work. Every step is stand- 
ardized. There is no lost motion, no 
wasted effort. So many moves place 
a piece in the ironer. So many mo- 
tions fold it. Each napkin must be 
placed in such a position and so fold- 
ed that the Company medallion will 
be in the exact center and facing the 
customer when seated at the table. 
It takes just five motions to do this. 
The whole laundry operates with 
clock-like precision. It must or it 
could not be so efficient. 

It has taken you from five to six 
minutes to read this. If it was only 
five, then, while you were reading, the 
laundry has washed and ironed 470 
pieces of linen, or about the equiva- 
lent of the average family’s monthly 
washing.

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Ww. P. -G. N. Project Offers the Public Nothing But 


Unnecessary Investment Burden 


s. a-line for handling through 
A traffic, ‘the Great. Northern- 
Western Pacific project in 
northeastern: California “offers. ‘the 
publie nothing but an additional and 
tremendous burden of unnecessary in- 
vestment,” Ben ©, Dey, general attor- 
ney of the Southern Pacific Company, 
said in an address presented to the 
Sacramento Region Citizens Council 
at Grants Pass, Ore., May 11, 

Noting that “the applicants do not 
claim much for their projected line as 
a creator of new traffic,” Mr. Dey 
said that of the 200 miles of railroad 
proposed between Klamath Falls, Or- 
egon and Keddie, California, “180 
miles would be an unnecessary dupli- 
cation of existing facilities and the 
remaining 70 miles would be located 
in territory not capable, in our opin- 
ion, of producing sufficient traffic to 
warrant the construction; and even 
in that territory, if a railroad were 
justified, it could be more economically 
served by extension of existing lines 
in the territory.” 

Mr. Dey stated that the construc- 
tion proposed by the Western Pacific 
and Great Northern would offer no 
shorter route. On the other hand, 
he pointed out, it would be at least 
77 miles longer beween all principal 
points of production and consumption. 

Nor would the Western Pacific- 
Great Northern line offer any wider 
market. 

“There are no markets in the United 
States at this time that are not being 
reached by Southern Pacific through 
its through routes and interchange 
with other transcontinental lines, in- 
cluding the Great Northern and 
Western :Pacific,” said Mr. Dey. “The 
construction of this new project will 
not change the situation in the least. 
Markets “in “the. Northwest are now 
available to. California shippers, and 
markets of California are now avail- 
able:-to points “in the Northwest, just 
the same as they will -be if the Great 
Northern-Western’ Pacifie extension is 
constructed.

The speaker pointed out that rates 
between California and cities of the 
North are necessarily low, inasmuch 
as they are governed by low cost of 
water transportation. “In fact,” he 
added, “there is no lower rate basis 
anywhere in the United States than 
between California and the North- 
west.” 

Mr, Dey declared that not only 
does “the Pacific Ocean parallel to 
the rail line forever bar a transpor- 
tation monoply along the Pacific 
Coast, but that in addition we have 
competition on the highways reaching 
every village and city served by the 
railroad as well as the beginnings of 
competition by airplane.” 

As to the situation with respect to 
railroad competition, he pointed out 
that in Oregon, Southern Pacific is 
faced with the Great Northern, North- 
ern Pacific, Union Pacific, and Spo- 
kane Portland & Seattle Railway as 
well as of the Oregon Electric, owned 
by the northern lines, extending al- 
most the full length of the Willamette 
Valley; and in California Southern 
Pacific must compete with three trans- 
continental lines, 

In connection with the talk of com- 


petition, Mr. Dey stated it is amusing 
to note that for a long time the Great 
Northern organization has put forth 
great effort in the Pacific Northwest. 
to arouse public interest against rail- 
road competition that results from the 
highly competitive lines of the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific. He 
pointed out that the proposed consoli- 
dation of those lines is now pending 
before the Interstate Commerce Com~ 
mission, 

“They have represented that if the 
ruinous competition can be brought 
to an end, there will be a saving of 
millions annually in operating ex- 
penses and other charges to the last- 
ing benefit of the public. These claims 
are in violent conflict with their pres- 
ent utterances.” 

Replying to charge of the Western 
Pacific that “in the Sacramento Val- 
ley rail competition ends at Chico and 
does not reappear until we reach 
Oregon,” Mr. Dey said the district 
mentioned has a_ splendid railroad 
with frequent passenger and freight 
train service, ample car supply, and 
every modern transportation facility. 

“The only possible effect the West- 
ern Pacific project would have on the 
territory in question,” said Mr. Dey, 
“would be to divert enough traffic 
from the existing line to resuit in Jess 
frequent and less effective service.” 


Facts Correct Misleading Statements 


NUMBER of misleading state- 
ments have been made by 
proponents of the proposed 
Western Pacifie-Great Northern line 
between Klamath Falls, Ore., and 
Keddie, Calif. Some of these are 
mentioned herein and the facts given 
so that Southern Pacifie people may 
be in-a position to refute such state- 
ments. 

Broad generalities as to new mar- 
kets which would be. opened by the 
proposed new. line have no foundation 
in fact and should be answered by a 
request thatthe statement be made 
more definite. As ‘a matter of fact no 
advocate. ‘of -the. proposed ’.line has 
been ‘able to-name.a-single new mar- 


* ket. that would be opened ‘or developed 


for any “product of any state. 

The :assertion “that~ “the « territory 
served by ‘the :Great ‘Northern -Rail- 
way ‘in ‘the ‘Northwest is capable of 
consuming large quantities of citrus, 


canned and dried ‘fruits, grapes, mel- 


ons, nuts: and raisins, vegetables, 


ssugar ‘and “manufactured ‘articles :pro- 


duced in-California-and “inthe: south- 
‘western-section of the United States,” 
with the implication  that.there is not 


-now a-free flow of -traffic between the 


regions mentioned, is misleading. 

The facts are that the territory 
served by the Great Northern is now 
open to California by a shorter route 
than would be offered by the pro- 
posed line. This is via Southern Pa- 
cific to Chemult and thence over the 
Great Northern’s own lines, a route 
77.7 miles shorter between San Fran- 
cisco and Spokane than would be the 
proposed new route. As the North- 
west already receives all the tonnage 
of California and other products that 
its markets can consume, it is obvious 
that the proposed line would have no 
influence toward increasing consump- 
tion. 

The same answer applies to the 
statement that the Northwest is a 
large producer of articles for which 


‘there is a demand ‘in California, and 
- Which demand would be developed 


by the proposed line. The proposed 
line merely would offer a longer route 
and could not influence the develop- 
ment of any market for any of these 
Northwest products. 

The public is being told that the 
proposed connection between the lines 
of the Great Northern and the West- 
ern Pacific will furnish a new and 
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much shorter rail route lying entirely 
east of the Cascade mountains be- 
tween Spokane and a large portion of 
the Southwest. 

This is a mis-statement of facts. 
The proposed line would not furnish 
a new rail route, as this route already 


is available via Great Northern and” 


Southern Pacific. The proposed con- 
struction would do nothing but sub- 
stitute Western Pacific for Southern 
Pacific through a certain portion of 
the country. As Southern Pacific 
serves a great portion of California 
it would be necessary in many in- 
stances to use three lines instead of 
the two new operating. 
Longer Route 

The proposed route, in place of be~ 
ing “much shorter,” would be much 
longer, as indicated in our booklet 
“Adequate Transportation Must Not 
Result in Wasteful Duplication.” 

As a matter of fuet the proposed 
line would be 582 miles longer be- 
tween Spokane and Salt Lake City, 
and 862 miles longer between Port- 
land and Salt Lake City than the ex- 
isting lines of the Union Pacifte. 

On account of these greater dis- 
tances service on the proposed line 
would be inferior to that now avail- 
able. 

Speakers for the Great Northern- 
Western Pacific have been emphasiz- 
ing the proposed rate merger with 
the Santa Fe. This so-called merger, 
announced recently through the press 
by Great Northern-Western Pacific, 
offers nothing new to Pacific Coast 
shippers,

W. Adams, chairman of the local committee 
of adjustment of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors, followed Mr. Burke. He explained 
the personal interest of each employe in the

It merely duplicates rates now car- 
ried over the Southern Pacific. For 
many years the Southern Pacific and

In other 
words, an agreement to maintain a 
competitive route in connection with 
the Santa Fe via Stockton placing the 
Santa Fe on an equality with the 
Southern Pacific. 

Under this understanding, te the 
extent the Santa Fe has desired to 
participate in this north and south 
traffic, it has done so. Whatever rates 
are in effect today via the Southern 
Pacifie that are not also applicable 
from relatively located points on the 
Santa Fe are not ineffective to any 
fault of the Southern Pacific. 


Same Rates Now 

Rates upon fruits and vegetables, 
both fresh and dried, nuts, canned 
goods, manufactured products north- 
bound, dairy products, forest prod- 
ucts, cereals, and upon manufactured 
products southbound, and a very com- 
plete line of rates both north and 
south bound are in effect today. 

Southern Pacific has these rates in

This policy 
makes unnecessary the construction 
of additional and duplicating railroad 
lines. 

What the Western Pacific, Great 
Northern and Santa Fe now propose 
is nothing new since it duplicates 
rates and services already offered via 
Southern Pacific. Also their proposal 
does not give any additional route 
except to the extent that it would per- 
mit the utilization of Western Pacific 
instead of Southern Pacific north of 
Stockton, if allowed to connect at 
Lookout. This is a less desirable 
route than now offered by Southern 
Pacific via Chemult or Portland. 


New Gas-Electric Cars Will Be 
Used in Suburban Service 


For use in connection with its pres- 
ent ‘steam trains in suburban com- 
muter service Southern Pacifie has 
ordered 21 new type gas-electric cars, 
which will be ready for operation this 
Fall. 

The cars will be equipped with the 
most up-to-date devices for lighting, 
heating and ventilation, and were or- 
dered only after exhaustive tests as 
to their speed, adaptability and com- 
fort. 

Five of the new cars will be placed 
in service between San Francisco and 
San Jose, four on the Western Divi- 
sion, four on the Northwestern Pa- 
cific, and eight will be used by the 
Texas & New Orleans Railroad. 

The nine cars for the Pacific lines 
include five 600-horsepower ° double 
end control, 74 foot, all-steel cars with 
a seating capacity of 62 passengers, 
and four all-steel combination passen- 
ger and baggage cars equipped with 
400-horsepower engines. 

The Northwestern Pacific cars con- 
sist of two 600-horsepower, double 
unit combination baggage and pas- 
senger cars, and two 400-horsepower 
single unit combination baggage and 
passenger cars, 

The ‘Texas & New Orleans Rail- 
road ‘cars consist of two 300-horse- 
power and ‘six 400-horsepower all- 
steel ears,

HIS history has already re- 
ferred to the Pecos river in re- 
lation to the construction of the 

original line and the building of a 
bridge across its mouth at the Rio 
Grande late in 1882. But the canyon 
of the Pecos later become of more sig- 
nificance when its crossing at a point 
several miles north of the original 
bridge, created a material increase in 
operating efficiency and developed one 
of the most remarkable railway strue- 
tures in existence, the highest bridge 
in the United States and the fourth 
highest in the world, 

To Major James Converse, former 
general superintendent and chief. en- 
gineer of the line, Julius Kruttschnitt, 
then general manager of the Texas 
and Louisiana lines, gave credit for 
first suggesting crossing the Pecos 
eanyon on a high viaduct and later, 
after several reconnaisances had been 
made, the original survey made by 
Major Converse, with some changes, 
was adopted by Mr, Kruttschnitt. 

Pecos High Bridge 

The Pecos viaduct as originally con- 
structed was 2180 feet in length and 
826 feet above low water of the Pe- 
cos river, The metal contained in the 
bridge weighed 3,228,277 pounds. Con- 
struction on the new route of which 
the viaduct was the chief and most 
interesting feature, was begun in 
March, 1891, and the line was com- 
pleted about October of the same year, 
The magonry of the bridge piers, con- 
structed mainly of rock cut from the 
bottom of the canyon and floated. to 
location, was finished in November, 
The bridge was turned over complete 
to the company in March, 1892. 

The -problem of--erecting such: a 
high and massive structure was one 
of :great moment... The contractors 
designed .and used .a: traveler with 
an -overhang of 124.6 feet, probably 


- greater -than ‘any -traveler ever before 


used. This overhang-was secured with 


14 total wheel . ‘base’: of -57 ‘feet; the 


traveler. being “counterbalanced and 


y-elamped ::to “the “completed: -sections, 


The bridge:was ‘made up of ‘two eanti- 


‘lever. arms ‘éighty-five ‘feet each, two 


tower spans thirty-five feet each, ‘two 
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lever arms fifty-two and one-half feet 


each, one suspended lattice span 
eighty feet, eight lattice spans of 
sixty-five féet each, one plate girder 
span of forty-five feet and thirty-four 
plate girder spans of thirty-five feet 
each, 

Average number of men employed 
by the Phoenix Bridge Company in 
erecting the structure was sixty-seven. 
The total number of working days con- 
sumed from beginning of erection to 
connecting the suspended span was 
eighty-seven, and for the entire com- 
pletion of the work, 103 days. Resi- 
dent engineer for the Galveston, Har- 
risburg & San Antonio Ry., was Major 
B. M. Temple with Asst. W. F. Ken- 
dail, The engineer for the Phoenix 
Company was J. T. Mahl. The floor, 
track, and metal hand railing were 
placed by D. K. Colburn, superinten- 
dent bridges and buildings. All ties 
and deck were covered with galvanized 
iron to protect against fire. The total 
cost of the bridge with piers was 
$250,108. 

In 1910, because of the vastly in- 
creased traffic, weight of loads and 
equipment, the viaduct was heavily 
reinforced and shortened 665 feet, 
2,268,786 pounds of steel being added 
which makes the present weight 5,497,- 
063 or 2,249 tons, the cost of the new 
work bringing the cost of the great 
bridge to $382,396. 

Change in the routing of the line 
from the mouth of the Pecos canyon 
to its present location shortened the 
line a trifle over eleven miles, elimi- 
nated two tunnels and reduced eurva- 
ture from 10 to 5 degrees. 


CHAPTER XL 
Tying the Texas Lines Together; His- 
tory of Houston & Texas Central 
and other Companies 


HE -history of nearly-‘all the 

| larger railway -systems ‘of the 
country. finds its origin in the 
organization” and construction of nu- 
merous small ‘projects during the early 
stages of-railroad ‘development,’ with 
the later amalgamation of ‘these ‘prop- 
erties ‘into larger “railway “systems. 
The ‘Southern’ Pacifie lines ‘in Texas 
may -be considered .an-illustration of 
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this situation. In the present South- 
ern Pacific system in that state there 
are included six corporations which 
at one time possessed separate enti- 
ties. 

No division of the Southern Pacific 
lines in Texas has been or is more in- 
timately connected with the progress 
and prosperity of the state, and par- 
ticularly that section known as north 
and central Texas, than the lines of 
the Houston and Texas Central Rail- 
way Company. This statement can 
best be appreciated by the fact that the 
Houston and Texas Central connects 
with its own rails the chief commer- 
cial centers of the commonwealth, in- 
cluding Houston, Dallas, Ft. Worth 
Austin, Waco, Denison, Sherman, Cor- 
sicana, and, in combination with other 
divisions of the system, San Antonio 
and points in the valley of the lower 
Rio Grande. 

Early Day Charter 

While the Buffalo Bayou, Brazos 
and Colorado Railroad, now a part of 
the Galveston, Harrisburg & San An- 
tonio Railway (S. P.) Houston to El 
Paso, was the first incorporated rail- 
way to actually begin the work of 
construction, the parent stem of the 
H. & T. C., the Galveston and Red 
River Railway, secured a charter from 
the state March 11, 1848, three years 
before the B. B. B. & C. began work, 
but as was similarly the case with 
other ambitious projects inaugurated 
with more enthusiasm than capital, 
the Galveston and Red River road, 
other than renewing its charter, as 
such extensions became necessary to 
prevent forfeiture, did nothing to per- 
manently establish its being until Jan- 
uary, 1858, when construction began 
at Houston with ultimate destination 
at. Denison. As was frequently the 
case during the early period, track 
was laid with a five and a half foot 
gauge. September 1, 1856, the name 
ofthe company was changed to the 
Houston & Texas Central Railway 
Company. , 

The men ‘behind the guns at this 
particular stage of the company’s his- 
tory were nearly all citizens of Hous- 
ton and identified with the business of 


‘that city. Few of them were wealthy 


but what they may have lacked in 
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money, they more than made up by 
their zeal and faith in the future. 
Among these men were Paul Bremond, 
Wm. R. Baker, Wm. M. Rice, Cor- 
nelius Ennis, Wm. J. Hutchins, A. 8. 
Ruthven, B. A. Shepherd, T, W. House, 
W. A. Van Alstyne, James H, Stevens, 
and Dr. Francis Moore. 

According to Carroll’s History of 
Houston, the first shovelful of dirt 
dug in the new work was thrown by 
Paul Bremond, January 1, 1858. When 
the first contractor realized the mag- 
nitude of the task ahead, he threw up 
his contract. Bremond, with no ex- 
perience in work of the character re- 
quired, took over the contract. It was 
not long before the road’s available 
capital was exhausted, and into the 
“pot” went Mr. Bremond’s resources 
and credit. Laborers were not paid, 
sub-contractors threw down their tools 
and quit. The laborers themselves 
decided upon drastic methods of secur- 
ing theiy pay and arming themselves 
with clubs they sought Bremond, at- 
tacking his home and tearing down 
and carrying away the fences enclos- 
ing it. Finally, surrounded by the 
angry men, Bremond, despite that he 
was no orator, literally talked himself 
out of his predicament, convincing the 
mob he was their best friend, and 
again secured their support and aid. 
Tt is said of Bremond that no man 
ever lost a cent through him. He 
paid, and willingly. His faith in the 
venture was sublime and he indefatig- 
ably rounded up every possible re- 
source, his enthusia: maintaining 
even when everything seemed at an 
end, 

It took Bremond and his associates 
five years of gruelling and arduous ef- 
fort to carry the read to a point fifty 
miles from Houston. When the rails 
yeached Hempstead, the worst was

over, as the rich lands of the Brazos 
Valley and their products were made 
available and earnings began to 
acerue, 

it had required two and a half years 
to carry the track to Cypress, 25.96 
miles north of Houston, and it was in 
June, 1858, that the rails reached 
Hempstead. In March, 1860, Millican, 
some 80 miles distant from Housten, 
was the extreme terminus of the road 
and. there it remained for a long 
period or until February, 1867, al- 
though grade and ties had been estab- 
lished as far as mile post 125 in the 
vieinity of Hearne. 

In 1857, the equipment, according 
to Roberts’ History of Texas, con- 
sisted of two locomotives a trifle more 
powerful than the “General Sherman” 
then in use on the B. B. B. & C., three 
diminutive passenger coaches, ten 
closed or box ears, and ten platform 
or flat cars. Construction did not halt 
from lack of power as one of the loco- 
motives was put into service when 
only two miles of track had been laid. 
With the arrival of the first locomo- 
tives, here came also C. A. Burton, 
who ran the first engine on the then 
embryo railway and later became gen- 
eral superintendent of the road. 

Effect of Civil War 

April 2, 1861, the franchises and 
property were sold to D. H. Paige and 
W. J, Hutchins by the sheriff of Har- 
ris County,. testimony again of the 
difficulties encountered in railroad de- 
velopment at a time when the entire 
country was grappling with the prob- 
lems that finally caused the civil war. 
On April 8, 1862, a new company with 
the same name was organized by these 
gentlemen and their associates. The 
contest between the states ended all 
prospects of securing capital neces- 
sary to carry on the work further and

the Mississippi River. I is the oldest link in the Jines that now make up the Southern Pacific properties. 
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during the next several years the 
H. & I, C, “marked time.” 

An advertisement in the Texas Al- 
manae, published in early 1861, sug- 
gestive of H. & T. C. service, ‘shows 
operation of freight train daily in 
each direction, Houston and Nava- 
sota, Texas, 75 miles, on a six hour 
and fifteen minute schedule. Mail 
trains also ran daily between the two 
points, making the run in three and a 
half hours. 

Connection was made at Navasota 
with stage lines to Dallas and inter- 
mediate towns, and at Hempstead 
with the Washington County Railroad 
to the Brazos River, and thence by 
stage to Austin, the State capital, and 
the intervening communities. 

Washington County Railroad 

While the H. & T. C. was in the 
throes of difficult construction, the 
citizens of Washington county, which 
jurisdiction formed the western bank 
of the Brazos River, west of and sev- 
eral miles distant from Hempstead, 
gathered their aspirations and re- 
sources and chartered the Washing- 
ton County Railroad Company. The 
incorporation was on February 2, 
1856, but the actual date of organiza- 
tion is not of record. The objective 
of the promoters was to run from 
Brenham to some point on the new 
line of the H. & T. C. Between the 
date of incorporation and October 1, 
1860, the company constructed a trifle 
over 21 miles of track extending from 
Brenham to Hempstead, including the 
absorption of the charter and grade 
of the “Air Line Railway,” Hemp- 
stead to the east bank of the Brazos 
River. 

While some character of operation 
followed the construction of the short 
line, the records are vague in this di- 
rection. Whatever had been accom- 
plished, the agitation due to the im- 
pending conflict compelled the virtual 
abandonment of service in early 1861, 
and little or no activity followed until 
the acquisition of the Washington 
County road by the Houston & Texas 
Central in August, 1870. The prop- 
erty was sold under foreclosure June, 
1868, to Wm. Sledge, and on March 
11, 1869, Sledge conveyed the road 
and its belongings to the H. & T. C., 
in which company it has since re- 
mained. 

Thus, when the civil war ended, the 
period found that company in posses- 
sion of a railway from Houston to 
Millican on the route to Dallas and a 
21 mile road west from Hempstead 
on the route to Austin. 

The first railroad in Texas to emerge 
from the financial demoralization cre- 
ated by the war was the H. & T. C. 
Work began at Millican in February, 
1867, and rails were laid to Bryan and 
the road was-in operation to ‘that 
point by August, 1867. Following 
that date, track was constructed at.a 
rate of 25 miles each year until July 
15, 1871, when progress was appar- 
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ently pushed with greater rapidity. On 
that date construction begun at a 
point near Mexia and Dallas was en- 
tered in July of the following year. 
The remaining 738 miles to Denison 
was completed by March, 1873.. The 
total main track constructed was257.47 
miles and practically twenty years had 
passed since Mr. Bremond threw the 
first shovelful of earth at Houston. It 
was a memorable date for the people 
of Texas, as development of the H. & 
T. C. into Dallas and Denison created 
connections of great importance to the 
traffic of the entire territory. 
Line to Austin and Beyond 

As mentioned in the foregoing, the 
Washington County Railroad Com- 
pany abandoned operations in the 
early part of 1861, and in August, 
1870, the property and its rights were 
acquired by the Houston & Texas Cen- 
tral. In April, 1869, construction was 
begun west from Brenham. The H. 
& T. C. continued the work, building 
to Austin by December, 1871, estab- 
lishing permanent operation between 
that city and Houston, 

April 29, 1881, the Austin & North- 
western Railroad Company was in- 
corporated and organization effected 
June 30 of the same year. A narrow 
gauge railroad was built from Austin 
in a northwesterly direction to Burnet, 
Texas, a distance of 60 miles, and 
operation was continued by its own 
organization to June 25, 1885, when 
it was sold under foreclosure to W. B 
Isham, of New York, for account of 
himself and others. On November 5, 
1887, Isham distributed to his asso- 
ciates their respective interests in the 
property and on November 7, Isham 
and these associates conveyed the 
property to the Austin and North- 
western Railroad Company. 

No immediate action followed the 
conveyance and it was not until April 
20, 1888, that a meeting was held for 
the purpose of reorganization under 
the charter terms. There then ensued 
a renewal of activity and between Sep- 
tember, 1888 and May of the next year, 
track was laid from Burnet to Marble 
Falls, a distance of 16.50 miles, and 
from Fairland, a point nearly midway 
between Burnet and Marble Falis, to 
Llano, a promising village on the river 
of the same name, a distance from 
Fairland of 29.40 miles. On August 
22, 1901, the property and franchises 
of the company were sold to the H. & 
'T. C. and between February 19, 1902, 
and November of that year, a 23 mile 
line was constructed from Burnet to 
Lampasas, effecting a connection with 
the Santa Fe at that location. 

The Waco-Bremond Line 

One of the more important feeder 
lines of the Houston and Texas Cen- 
tral was the Waco Tap Railroad Com- 
pany, incorporated November 5, 1866, 
the corporate name being changed 
August 6, 1870, to the Waco and 
Northwestern Railroad Company. Lit- 
tle is of record. as to the promoters

taveen August, 1871, and the fall of 
1872, the H. & T. C. constructed for 
account of the Waco & Northwestern 
Railroad Company, a standard gauge 
track from Bremond, a station on the 
H. & T. C, 142 miles north of Hous- 
ton, to Waco, a distance of 44 miles, 
and through Waco to Ross, 11.87 miles. 
On February 4, 1872, the property 
passed into the control of the Hous- 
ton & Texas Central. 

According to one of the traditions 
environing the construction of the 
Houston and Texas Central divisions 
of the Southern Pacific, the rather 
exclusive little city of Waxahachie, 
lying south of and some thirty-two 
miles distant from Dallas, was de- 
signed to occupy space on the main 
line of the road as it was originally 
projected. As the result of the stren- 
uous opposition of some of the more 
influential citizens of Waxahachie, 
who objected to the “rough element” 
the railroad would probably bring into 
the town, the line was changed and 
Waxahachie remained isolated until 
1879, so far as a Southern Pacific con- 
nection was concerned, In that year, 
September 6, the rails of the Waxa- 
hachie Tap Railroad were brought into 
the town following an incorporation 
effected January 25, 1875, and a con- 
struction which began at Garrett on 
the main line of the H. & T. C. Rail- 
road Company, February 9, 1875, The 
distance from Garrett to Waxahachie, 
as the road was built, was 12.57 miles. 
The little property was operated by 
its owners from September 6, 1879, 
until August 22, 1901, when it was 
purchased by the Houston & Texas 
Central. 

Meanwhile, and following the in- 
corporation of the Waxahachie Tap, 
the Ft. Worth and New Orleans Rail- 
way Company was incorporated June 
18, 1885. Between the date of incor- 
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poration and December 6, 1886, this 
company constructed a standard gauge 
railroad from Ft. Worth, then a pro- 
gressive and rapidly developing city, 
in a southeasterly direction to Waxa- 
hachie, a distance of practically 42 
miles. 

The Ft. Worth and New Orleans 
Railway was operated by the Houston 
& Texas Central from the date of its 
completion, and on August 22, 1901, 
the property was sold to the H. & 
T. C., this being also the date on which 
this company purchased the Waxa- 
hachie Tap or Central Texas and 
Northwestern Railway, as per charter 
change effected September 28, 1881. 

This gave the Houston & Texas Cen- 
tral a Ft. Worth entrance and one 
which has proven of convenience and 
value to the parent road, while giving 
Ft. Worth the benefit of another outlet 
to South Texas and the gulf ports, 
and an easy connection through which 
could be directed traffic coming from 
the north and western sections of the 
state and from Colorado. 

Completing the H. & T. C. 

The completion of the little system 
which had grown under the tutelage 
or influence of the H. & T. C. was 
finally established in July, 1914, with 
the building of the loop line from 
Eureka to Stella, connecting the rails 
of the H. & T. C. divisions with the 
main stem of the Southern Pacific to 
Et Paso and thence to the Pacific. 
However, before this was consum- 
mated, a branch line had been built 
from Hutchins on the H. & T. C. near 
Dallas and south thereof to Lancaster, 
a distance of 4.75 miles. This was 
in 1889 or 1880. The branch was in- 
corporated as the Lancaster Tap Rail- 
road and passed inte the control of the 
H. & T. C. September 30, 1905. 

Incorporated May 18, 1891, the 
Hearne & Brazos Valley Railway Com-

pany built 16.42 miles of track from 
Valley Junction on the rails of the 
International & Great Northern Rail- 
road south to Stone City, Texas. The 
road was destroyed by ‘floods in 1899, 
lt was rebuilt in 1900 and 1901 over 
a new location from Glass to Stone 
City, 16.50 miles, and later extended 
from Glass to Hearne on the main line 
of the Houston & Texas Central Rail- 
road, with a total mileage of 19.47. 
The track Glass to Valley Junction 
was then abandoned. In June of 1914, 
the property was sold to the H.& T.C. 

Daring 1911 the Southern Pacific 
reached @ decision to create a shorter 
route between San Antonio and Dallas 
than that presented by the company 
rails via Houston. Agreement was 
concluded with the San Antonio & 
Aransas Pass, then an independent 
property, by the terms of which South- 
ern Pacific trains could jointly use the 
tracks of the S. A. & A. P. between 
Flatonia, on the main route of the 
Southern Pacific, San Antonio and 
Houston, and Giddings, a station on 
the Austin division of the system. 

Line to Stone City 

On October 11, 1911, construction 
was begun on a standard ballasted 
track from Giddings with objective at 
Stone City where connection would be 
made with the once Hearne & Brazos 
Valley Railroad and the route opened 
into Hearne on the Houston & Texas 
Central, While the work was pushed 
as rapidly as possible, the character 
of the country to be traversed, creek 
and river bottoms, heavy rains and 
unstable foundation, did not permit of 
much expedition and it was not until 
September 10, 1913, that the line was 
completed into Stone City. 

The route has proven its availability 
and is extensively used in the speedy 
movement of traffic with destination 
for Ft. Worth and Dallas and, through 
connections at various points, for des- 
tinations north and east. The new 
construction Giddings to Stone City 
was 39,27 miles, making the total to 
Hearne 57.88 miles. 

The line between Mexia and Nava- 
sota, or more correctly Mexia Junc- 
tion and Nelleva Junction, in a way 
parallels the main track of the Hous- 
ton & Texas Central between those 
points, a distance of 94.06 miles. Its 
construction was commenced during 
October, 1905, and the line was avail- 
able for traffic by December 16, 1906. 

The brief description of the cor- 
porate properties and of the construc- 
tion which make up the Houston and 
Texas Central Railroad Company, the 
north and south line of the Southern 
Pacific in Texas, covers in all 861.24 
miles of main track. Operated as the 
Dallas and the Austin divisions of the 
system, they-tie into the general trans- 
portation scheme and effect a combi- 
nation which reaches into and tra- 
verses the most fertile sections of the 
state. The several terminals com- 


prise the leading commercial centers.

Frank Carman, “Edison of S, P.” 
Dies at Hollywood 


Frank V. Carman, retired Southern 
Pacific employe, passed away at the 
home of his son in Hollywood on 
April 14, at the age of 77. 

Mr. Carman, who retired on April 
1, 1922, after 46 years and six 
months’ service, was born in Mis- 
souri in 1851 and came to California 
in 1874. The following year he en- 
tered the service of the Central Pa- 
cific as a cabinetmaker in the West 
Oakland mill. He remained in the 
mill during his entire service, ad- 
vancing from one position to another 
until he retired as superintendent in 
1922, 

During his active years with the 
Company, Mr. Carman was often re- 
ferred to as the “Edison of the Rail- 
road” by reason of the many ma- 
chines and labor-saving devices’ in- 
vented and patented by him. His 
patents, all of which pertained to 
railroad . devices, numbered 53, the 
more important of which were spike 
mole plug machine, car stake pointing 
machine, eight auger ‘gang boring 
machine, curve stake engraving ma- 
chine, traveling bed resaw for saw- 
ing around logs,’ double-end ‘baggage 
trailer ‘truck, ‘rail “joint adjuster, rail 
profile’ “instrument, “tie .adzing -ma- 
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chine, non slip, steel grip, car moving 
har, instantaneous fire hydrant, fold- 
ing steel car stake and weatherproof 
joint box car door. 

At the time of his retirement he 
was feted by his officers and fellow 
employes, and presented with a dia- 
mond-studded gold medal.

office, on a lifetime of postage stamp 
collecting. 

His next-door playmate, a little 
German lad, rushed over one day with 
the envelope which had: contained a 


letter from the fatherland. The 
strange-looking stamp attracted young 
White. It was the first foreign stamp 
he had ever seen, and he wanted it. 
He wanted it so badly that he finally 
got it—and he has been wanting and 
getting stamps ever since. Today his 
collection numbers into the thousands 
and is growing in size and interest 
steadily year by year. 

A great many stamp collectors are 
interested solely from the financial 
side, as some stamps are almost 
priceless, and many are constantly in- 
creasing in value. But with White it 
is the association and not the value 
that interests him. He uses his 
stamps, one might say, as tangible 
mental focal points. 

All his life his great desire has 
been to “go places and see things” 
particularly remote, foreign countries, 
But one doesn’t always get what he 
wants in-this world, so White has had 
to do his traveling vicariously. The 
longing to wander. in strange lands 
he. satisfies -by the-voracious reading 
of -works ‘of ‘travel and history. 

The sight-of a postage stamp from 
some remote corner: of the world ‘fires 
his imagination: and ‘starts ‘him ‘on ‘a: 
veritable orgy ‘of study vand -investi~ 
gation; and’ he’ ‘thus -regards.-chis 
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stamps as impersonal but implacable 
mentors, 

His collection to date includes 
stamps from six hundred different 
countries, and there are several hun- 
dred countries yet to be represented. 

An interesting experience he occa- 
sionally has is to get hold of a stamp 
from a country so little known as to 
be omitted from many up-to-date At- 
lases. Two interesting specimens of 
this character are from Alaouits, a 
province of Syria, and La Aguera, a 
Spanish province ten miles square on 
the northeast coast of Africa. It was 
a matter of many hours of research 
to locate these places. 

Probably his most cherished stamps 
are of Samoan issue, and valueless 
save for their sentimental interest. 
These stamps were removed from let- 
ters written by Robert Louis Steven- 
son to a sweetheart in the United 
States. They were obtained by ex- 
change with a grandnephew of the 
lady, so there is no question of their 
authenticity. 

« If one does not believe in the 
potency of this pastime to inspire 
White to study and research, he has 
only to spend a half hour with the 
collector to have his doubts removed. 
Names of hidden-away places roli 
trippingly off his tongue, and-he can 
paint graphic word pictures of those 
places until one longs to board a ves- 
sel and see them for himself. 

As for history: a new stamp issue 
usaally marks some high spot in the 
history of the issuing country, and, 
when it comes to reciting what 
brought those changes about, and the 
result—well, while we do not wish to 
draw comparisons, we would like to 
have H. G. Wells hear Arthur F. 
White talk.

Radio Program and Huge Cake on S. P. Birthday

At San Francisco the cake was cut 
at the Nursery for Homeless Children 
by Otto Riess, Southern Pacific super- 
vising chef, and ninety-seven little 
tots were gladdened by the Southern 
Pacific birthday party. 

Pioneer Lady 

At Los Angeles a cake was pre- 
sented to the crippled children of the 
Orthopedic Hospital. Mrs. Sarah 
Pratt Carr, whose father was super- 
intendent of the Dutch Flat-Donner 
Lake wagon road, over which was 
hauled rails and supplies used in the 
construction of Central Pacifie’s west- 
ern end of the first transcontinental 
railroad, was present and told of her 
memories of early days in the West. 

Frank H. E. Pierce, who was a wit- 
ness of the spike-driving ceremony, 
was also present and told the chil- 
dren of seeing Gov. Leland Stanford 
drive the golden spike. F.E, Watson, 
general passenger agent, Los Angeles, 
acted as master of ceremonies, and 
presented Mr. Pierce with the golden 
spike that adorned the cake, to keep 
as a reminder of the scene 60 years 
ago. 

The California Press Association, 
which was en route through northern 
California and Oregon on its semi- 
annual excursion, celebrated the oc- 
easion by partaking of a cake in the 
observation car at Alturas. Amid 
fitting formalities, the cake was cut 
by Mrs. Richardson, wife of F. W. 
Richardson, ex-Governor of Cali- 
fornia. 

Portland Takes Part 

At Portland the birthday cake was 
placed on display in a window of one 
of the large department stores. It 
was surrounded by old pictures taken 
during the construction of the rail- 
road sixty years ago, and attracted 
wide attention. Later the cake was 
taken to the Veterans’ Hospital, where 
it was cut and slices distributed to 
the patients by young ladies who are 
candidates for queen of the Rose 
Festival. 

Business firms of Portland and 
various trade and traffie organiza- 
tions of the city, reciprocated the 
Company’s cake-cutting birthday par- 
ty by the presentation of beautiful 
baskets and bouquets of flowers with 
hearty felicitations and good wishes. 

The cakes were masterpieces of the 
culinary art, weighing about 150 
pounds each and were baked in the 
Company Steamer Commissary in 
San Franeisco.

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Veteran Engineer to Become Farmer 


fifty-two years’ exposure to the 
elements, but with spirit un- 
daunted, hearty voice, sturdy step, 
and sufficient vigor remaining to go 
into the cattle business, Albert E. 
Brown, veteran engineer, stepped 
from the engine cab of the “West 
Coast” at Sacramento April 29, end- 
ing his last run and saying farewell 
to railroading forever. 
Superintendent W. L. Hack and 
other railroad officers were at the 
station to greet Brown as the train 
pulled in, and congratulations . were

showered on the veteran, good wishes 
extended by his superiors and fellow 
workers, and advice as to his future 
conduct laughingly extended while 
cameras clicked and the “end of the 
run” was made a matter of record. 

An interesting man is Engineer 
Brown, The last spike in the first 
transcontinental railroad in the United 
was driven sixty years ago this May. 
Eight years later Brown commenced 
his railroading, and for fifty-two 
years he has watched the develop- 
ment of modern transportation and 
participated in it. 

The Old Days 

Railroading in the early days was 
far from what it is now, Brown says. 
Nowadays, a passenger gets aboard 
the train, goes to“sleep in a com- 
fortable steam-heated car, and in the 
morning awakens at his destination, 
exactly as planned. But in the old 
days— 

“TY remember in the winter of 
1889-90,” said Brown, “we were once 
four days getting from Emigrant 
Gap to Blue Canyon, a distance of 
five miles. That was before the days 
of rotary snow plows. Well, we 
bucked the snow for four days be- 
tween those two stations, before we 
finally got through. We ran out of 
fuel and we ran out of water. .I.re- 
membered some cordwood I ‘had seen 
around there, and we went-out in.the 
snow and dug for it: We went down 
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in that snow for over ten feet before 
we came to the wood. . Then, we used 
snow to make water for the boilers, 
and ‘I want to tell you that “between 
digging for fuel, melting snow for 
water and ramming into those drifts 
to -get through, we had one merry 
time. We ran out of food, too, and 
for a while things looked pretty bad. 
But finally somebody found a cow, 
half dead from the cold—so we had 
beef from then on.” 

When asked what was the greatest 
thrill he ever had, Brown answered 
without hesitation, “The time my 
train was held up. I was pulling No. 
3 from Oakland to Ogden. At Swan- 
son I felt something hard in my back 
and heard a voice say, ‘Stop the 
train.’ I turned around and looked 
into what seemed to me to be the big- 
gest gun in the world. You ean bet 
your life I stopped that train in a 
hurry. There were two of them, fel- 
lows by the name of Browning and 
Brady, who had held up trains be- 
fore, and they ordered the ‘fireman-to 
eut the train behind the express car, 
and told me to pull ahead. I told 
them the brakes were jammed, and 
for some reason they took my word 
for it. Guess they were about as 
nervous as I was. Anyhow, they 
went back to the express car, and I 
lost no time getting over into the tall 
grass, out of sight. They must have 
gotten scared by something, for they 
finally gave it up and rode away 
without doing any damage, and we 
went on. About two weeks later they 
tried to hold up another train and 
Browning was killed. Brady was 
later caught in Sacramento and sent 
to the penitentiary for life.” 

Never Had an Accident 

Brown went to work for the South- 
ern Pacific in 1877 as a locomotive 
fireman. In 1881 he was given an en- 
gine and in 1894 was assigned to a 
regular passenger run. He has been 
handling passenger trains for thirty- 
five years and has never had an acci- 
dent, a record to be proud of. In 
1899, when the Southern Pacifie put 
on its crack train, the “Overland 
Limited,” Brown hauled the train out 
of Sacramento on its first trip. 

Brown has a fine home in Gerber, 
Calif., where he expects to live. He 
is a good business man, and, as. he 
says, “I am not a wealthy man, but 
if a rainy day should come I am in 
a position to buy myself an umbrel- 
ja.” He has already arranged for the 
establishment of a ranch for the rais- 
ing of fancy dairy cattle.. In antici- 
pation of his retirement, he some time 
ago purchased .a registered bull, and 
it will “not -be long until travelers, 
looking ‘from the car windows :at the 
peaceful, verdant fields of the’ Sacra-. 
mento “Valley, may see, knee deep in.

Employes are

Question: 

OR some time past I have been 

troubled with a very annoying and 
at times a very painful trouble just 
where the breast bone terminates. 
The place is not sore when not being 
pressed, but on pressing in on it there 
seems to be quite a bit of soreness 
for a place about the size of a dollar 
ov a little larger. About two hours 
or a little bit more there seems to be 
a good deal of gas on the stomach 
and, in belching, there is a burning 
sensation that at times is very pain- 
ful. This burning comes after eating. 
I have been going to the Company 
Doctor and have gotten some relief, 
but the pain seems to stay. I was on 
a diet of milk for nearly two months 
and took some powders that were 
given me, then was told to stop tak- 
ing medicine but to keep on a diet of 
vegetables, which I have done with 
very little good results. It is true 
that one cannot get much of a vari- 
ety of vegetables here and it is pos- 
sible that is causing the prolonged 
trouble. There are times that the 
pain seems to move to different parts 
of my stomach, but not very bad. My 
bowels in the past few months are 
very irregular; in fact I am compelled 
to take a light laxative about every 
two or three days. Some of my teeth 
are in bad condition and I thought 
perhaps that is causing some of the 
trouble. If consistent, I would be 
pleased if you would diagnose this 
case if possible to do so by the ex- 
planation I have given you. 

Answer: 

It is quite probable that you have 
an ulcer of the duodenum, the be- 
ginning of the small bowel just be- 
yond the stomach. Apparently the 
milk diet made it better. 

The milk should be taken every two 
hours and taken slowly—four or five 
minutes to the glass. A glassful 
should be taken every two hours 
from 7:00 in the morning to 7:00 at 
night with a soft boiled egg at the 
first, third and sixth feedings; fol- 
lowed Tater by milk toast may help 
the matter. This should be kept up 
‘for two weeks and then pass on to'the 
diet ‘on column one of the diet card. 

“Why do you not have your bad 
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teeth taken care of at once? This 
will probably help matters. 

Take no medicine but a little milk 
of magnesia mornings to help regu- 
late your bowels; and, if you are not 
entirely well in a month, you better 
come up to the hospital and let us in- 
vestigate further. 


Question: 

S it good to drink water with lemon 

juice without sugar or not? I 
have been told that it puts too much 
acid into the blood and causes gout 
and neuralgia, My left hand gets 
numb at night and it itches so 1 wake 
up, but if I rub the arm it disappears. 
My arm was hurt last fall by falling 
with a stick of wood so it turned 
black, Can that be the cause? I did 
not have this before. I thought that 
there was an obstruction in the flow 
of the blood where the arm was black 
from that fall with the piece of 
lumber. 
Answer: 

The arm turning black is probably 
due to a rupture of a vein and the 
spread of the blood throughout the 
tissue below the skin, which resem- 
bles, in other words, a black and blue 
spot on a large seale. There was 
probably no obstruction to the flow of 
the blood. 

Your left hand gets numb most 
commonly because you lie on your left 
side when you sleep. 

if you are a large meat eater the 
urine gets too acid. “An abundance 
of water, six glasses a day, is good 
for everybody. The citric acid in 
lemon juice is converted to citrate of 
potash, as strong alkali in the body 
and renders the urine alkaline. It is 
very beneficial because of this fact 
and also because it induces you to 
drink more water, which most of us 
do not take in sufficient quantity. 

Your neuralgia is probably due to 
bad teeth or bad tonsils, or some in- 
feetion in the body. 


Question: 
AS operated on in May, 1928, 
for removal of gall-bladder 
and appendix. . 

Operation was very successful to 
the extent of relieving me of con- 
siderable pain, etc., but I have trouble 
with a condition of biliousness, heavy 
behind my eyes and dark spots and 
the more-or-less nauseate feeling. 
Have tried dieting as per your card 
furnished, but found result consider- 
ably constipated. 

To relieve condition, have taken 
mineral oil and milk of magriésia, but. 
without any permanent condition of 
relief. However, for the past two 
months have been taking Marty-

about $1.35 per month, which is a

In southern’ Oregon is one of the 
scenic wonders of the world, This 
is Crater Lake, blue as indigo, 
round as a saucer, aix miles wide.
